H e Says H e W as Ign ored and Snubbed 
W hile a t B erlin. 
B a ltim o re, Jaiy Litit.ii —The Sun (Demo­ 
cratic) says to-day: Harold Marsh Sewall, 
late Consul-General of the United States at 
Apia, Samoa, who accompanied the Sa­ 
moan Commission to Berlin, left Washing­ 
ton last night for Bar Harbor, where ha 
goes to see Mr. Blaine. Mr. Sewall had 
far from a pleasant trip to Berlin. He is 
said to have been snubbed by the German 
offi'-ials and to have been treated as an in­ 
ferior by the American Commissioners. 
He expected, .is a man familiar with the 
situation, to be consulted freely and to 
have a considerable share in shaping the 
policy of the American Commissioners. 
He cut rather a sorry figure in Berlin on 
the whole, and came home considerably 
irritated by the treatment he received, and 
it is said he is not disposed to take as rose- 
tinted a view of the tieaty as his superiors, 
who basked in the smiles of Bismp.rck. 
His experiences in Samoa were not such 
as 
to 
inspire 
him 
with 
faith 
in the honesty of Germany's dealings 
in regard to the islands; and rightly or 
wrongly be is credited with believing that 
the Commissioners on the pan of the 
Doited States were over-reached by the 
German representatives. 
Assistant Secretary of State Wharton 
said to a representative of the Sun to-day 
th»t nothing will be said by the Depart­ 
ment in regard to the treaty until it is 
finally made public in'tibe usual way after 
going to the Senate. 
No information could be obtained as to 
the object of Mr. Sewall’s trip to Bar Har­ 
bor, but he will doubtless give Mr. Blaine 
a full account of the Berlin Confereace 
from his point of view. • 
The diplomatic doings since March 4, 
185*9, m ust be very interesting to ex-Secre­ 
tary Bayard. Mr. Bates is sent to Berlin 
with an apology in his m outh, and Mr. 
Sewall. who does Dot seem to be an apolo­ 
getic man, is sent as an assistant. Mr. 
Bates was schooled by witnessing the snub­ 
bing received by the ex-Consul to Samoa. 
Oi course Mr. Sewall did not enjoy this 
suffering. Mr. Bales, like anybody else 
who had been forgiven, enjoyed the vicari­ 
ous suffering, b«t Sewail. tne.victim, has 
apparently, like a worm, turned. 
It is possible that the American people 
will hear more about the treaty than they 
expected to hear before the meeting of 
Congress.

Walker Blaine this afternoon, who. after 
reading it, said: ‘There is no significance 
whatever in the return of ex-Consul Sew­ 
all to New7 Ejglaad.

TH E SEQUEL. 
Y oung B ierce Shoots M r. au d M rs. H ubbs 
and then Suicides. 
Cnrco, July 26tb.—The most sensational 
tragedy in tbe history of the town occurred 
this afternoon. 
Saturday evening, it will be remembered. 
Eva Atkins, who was eDgsced to Raymond 
Bietce, son ol Ambrose Bierce, tbe well- 
known San Francisco journalist, eloped 
with stableman Neil Hubbs on the eve of 
her marriage with Bierce. 
The runaway couple returned to day aud 
paid a visit to the bride's parents. 
Bierce know of the contemplated visit, 
and, on tbe pretense of being sick, went to 
the house of the bride's mother and wa3 
invited to lie on the bed in the room ad­ 
joining the parlor. 
* 
Shortly after the newly-wedded pair ar­ 
rived. Bierce immediately entered the 
parlor, and, drawing a revolver, fired a shot 
at Hubbs. Hubbs fell, but immediately 
drew bis own pistol aud returned tbe fire. 
After each had fired four shols Hubbs 
succeeded in escaping from the house. 
Bierce then turned and fired at Mrs. 
Hubbs. She fell with a bullet-wound in 
her head. 
When Hubbs heard his wife scream he 
re entered the house, and grasping Bierce 
by the throat hammered him on the head 
with his revolver until hp dropped to the 
ground. Hubbs then carried his wife to a 
neighbor's house. 
After Hubhs left the room, Bierce, hav­ 
ing regain» d consciousness, reloaded his 
pistol and blew his brains out. He died 
shortly after. 
• 
Hubbs was shot in the spleen and is 
probably fatally wounded. Mrs. Hubbs is 
severely, but not dangerously, wounded 
behind tbe right ear. 
Y’ouug Bierce died almost instantly from 
the wound inflicted by his own hand. The 
ball entered the left temple and went right 
through Lis bead, coming out at the right 
side. His father has been telegraphed for. 
The inquest will be held to-morrow morn­ 
ing. His body is now at the morgue. 
Mrs. Hubbs, it appears, is but slightly 
hurt. Bierce, iu shooting her, held the 
pistol close to her bead, back of the right 
ear. But she had thrown her head to one 
side and the bullet went through her c-ar 
above the left iooe. 
The surrounding 
pans are badly powder burnt. 
The young man Hobbs, at last accounts, 
was resting easy, but he is in a precarious 
rendition.

A ffirm ing Its E con om y. 


During the discussion of the propriety of 
granting to the Central Street Railway 
Com pany of this city the right to use 
horses or electricity for m otive power, 
som e expressions were used in the R ecord- 
U nion which indicated disbelief, in the 
present state of electrical science, of the 
feasibility and econom y of the storage bat­ 
tery as a source o f power. 
A il the debate 
was conducted upon that plane, and if any

STORAGE BATTERIES, 
This comm unity and the regular readers of 
th e R ecokd U nion fully understood that 
th at was the only m atter at issue. Mis­ 
conception of this fact has led Mr. H. P. 
Liverm ore of Eau Francisco to read this 
journal rather a sharp criticism, on the 
assumption that when electrical power was 
spoken of the intention wa9 to pronounce 
all electrical application as failures. 
It is scarcely necessary to say that this 
paper has at no tim e been unfriendly to 
the utilization of electricity as a motive 
power. 


ON TH E CONTRARY, 
It has hailed every new discovery in that 
direction with satisfaction, and in its news 
colum ns and editorial expression has kept 
abreast with 
the advance of electrical 
science. 
We believe that electricity is in­ 
vested with great possibilities as a means 
for moving machinery, and know of and 
have repeatedly published accounts of its 
successful application. Mr. Livermore, as

The people of Sacramento look forward 
w ith lively interest to the completion of 
that work, and to the transmission of elec­ 
tricity by wire to this city, to be used in 
prom oting power for m anufacturing and 
otiier purposes. Because it has teen demon­ 
strated here that in the present state of ex­ 
perim ent and discovery, the use of storage 
batteries lor propulsion of street cars is un­ 
economic, does not w arrant the fear enter­ 
tained by Mr. Livermore tundsr misappre­ 
hension) that Sacram ento has “ turned its 
back upon one of the most im portant im ­ 
provem ents of the age." 
Instead of being

A LETTER CN ELECTRIC I’S W K R .- 
Eds R eco rd U nion : 
My attention has 
been called to two arricies which appeared 
in your paper in reference to the Sacra­ 
m en to electric railway, in one of which 
was th e follow ing s ta te m e n t: “ T he failure 
of th e electric system has been fully dem ­ 
onstrated, both here and in every o th er 
city w here it has been tried .” 
I So not 
pretend to deny that the electric system in 
Sacram ento is a failure, for it is no doubt 
true. Electric railways have come to stay, 
and electric transmission of power is no 
longer an ideal of the philosopher, but a 


practical and econom ic fact, to which oar 
people in every part of the U nion, except 
the southern part of the Pacific coast, are 
alive. 
Californians have been m isled into 
adopting unsuccessful system s, and their 
eyes should be opened to the fact in order 
that they m ay reap the benefits from onr 
natural advantages and the power to con­ 
trol this most snbtle fluid, which is no 
longer open to auestion. For the last 
eighteen m onths electricity as a method of 
traction has kept a very im portant place in 
street railway operation. Since the suc­ 
cessful equipm ent of the Union Passenger 
Railway of 
RICHMOND, VA , 
W hich is one of the most difficult roads to 
operate on the A tlantic coast, electricity 
has been m aking rapid strides, and is r.ow 
replacing the wurn-ont horse at a trem end­ 
ous rate. One cannot pick up an electric 
or street railway paper without seeing no­ 
tices of from one to a dozen street railways 
that are being equipped, or about to be 
equipped, with electricity. There are to­ 
day in the neighborhood of one thousand 
cars which are thus equipped, or contracted 
for with some electric company. There 
are some people on this coast whose busi­ 
ness it seems to be to keep the people in 
the dark wiLh regard to the progress of the 
day in this branch of applied science, and 
some of them may be so hold as to deDy 
that the Richmond road, which I have 
cited, is a success. For the benefit of these 
persons, I will call attention to a com m u­ 
nication from the Mayor of Richm ond to 
A. M. Noble, Secretary of the Stockton 
Board of Trade, dated April 20, 18S9. 
H e says : “The electric street-car system 
gives general satisfac ion.” The Secretary 
of the same road, Andrew Pizinni, in a 
communication of recent date to a gentle­ 
man on this coast, says that the Richmond 
road has been in operation for fifteen 
m onths, giving entile satisfaction, and I 
have no doubt that Mr. Pizi->ni would 
make the same statem ent to any one. Such 
a great succ ss has this road been that a 
large order for an additional equipm ent 
has been placed with the company which 
equipped the road. 


TH E TOWN OF SCRANTON, P a , 
Has four or five electric road3. 
St. Joseph, 
Mo., will soon have ail of its street-car sys­ 
tems converted into electricity. The City 
Council of Boston has recently passed an 
ordinance allowing the erection of poles, 
with the view of converting the whole, or 
most of the car system to an electric sys­ 
tem. Such towns as Buffalo, N Y ; Cin­ 
cinnati. Ohio: Cleveland, Ohio; Pittsburg, 
Pa : W imington, Del ; St. Louis; Omaha;

some of their roads, and the people aré de 
lighted with it.

A LETTER 
By E. F. Kysor, an architect of Los Ange­ 
les, and a Director of t street railway there, 
to the Secretary of the road : 
I wrote to yr.u while in Kansas Citv. but. had 
nothing satisfactory to write, as I did not find 
anything there that pleased me at all. Since 
then I nave made a trip to fct. Joseph, Mo . to 
see the electric systems there. I found there 
were two roads there of the Sprsgne eiectric 
system. One is called the Union Railroad, run- 
uing on Iiroadway; the highest grade on that 
one was . 1, per cent 
The grade'ou the other 
electric road runs as high as lo per cent.: both 
roads were in excel ent conditiou and working 
first-close. They can speed them to twenty 
m ilts an hour down to the very slowest motion. 
They have absolute control ol the motors. They 
can stop them from full speed within half the 
length ol the car; can reverse and back up in­ 
stantly. They carried as high as eighty-three 
passengers up the 10 per cent, grade with perfect 
ease, 
l he motor power is underneath a tom- 
mon car, so you could see nothing of the ma- 
ehiuery. except a little cylinder about seven or 
eight inches in diameter and two ieet high, 
pluced on each end of the ear on the platform 
and worked with a little short crank on top 
which makes the car a double-header. I dtd 
not learn the cost of running, but they told me 
it was from SO to 40 per cent, le.s than horse­ 
power. 
Sprague has a patent on running the over­ 
head wires, which are no more of an eve-sore 
than the common telegraph and telephone wires 
through the city, consisting of poles about IcO 
feet upart on each side of the street, with w ire 
stays running across from one pole to the other 
suspending the electric wire in the center. The 
wire being not much larger than the common 
telegraph wire. The main electric wire runs on 
one side of the street with feeders to the center 
at regular intervals. 
The poles are strong 
enough so that all electric, telegraph and tele­ 
phone wires can be placed on the same pole 
making no more pole than is generally used in 
any city. 
1'eople oi S'. Joseph are delighted with this 
system and are consolidating other roads and 
are putting in the Sprague system. Iu fact, it is 
the only thing that pleases me at all, so far. 
This coining fr, m an entirely unpreju­ 
diced party should 
have 
considerable 
weight. 
One of the srronglest indorse­ 
ments of electric propulsion is its adoption 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad Company for 
the equipm ent of its street railway svstem 
in A tlantic City, N. J. It would be natural 
to expect that a company like this, which 
is acknowledged to have one of the best 
equipped roads in the world, would not 
enter into a contract for an equipm ent 
w ithout very careful investigation into its 
merits, and to litis erd a committee of 
mechanical and electrical experts carried 
on an investigation continuing for about 
five m onths, during which tim e they ex­ 
amined the operation of the principal elec­ 
tric roads then equipped, aud were so sat­ 
isfied as to the practicability of electric 
traction that it was adopted by thcA tlantio 
City road, which has now been in opera­ 
tion fur some weeks and with such success 
that an increase of equipm ent has been 
ordered. Probsbly as im partial a state­ 
ment as could be made is the following,

" ELECTRIC .VERSUS ANIMAL TRACTION,” 
W hich appeared as an editorial in the June 
num ber of The Street Railwap Gazette, a 
paper which is devoted to the interests of 
street railways in general, and is not the 
organ of any particular system : 
The electric street railwav business is grow­ 
ing at a tremendously rabid rate throughout 
this country, and alnc st everv mail brtrgs word 
ot new plants being installed. W hire, two 
years ago. hardly a dozen cars were bet g run 
by tdectricity, to day there are over one thou­ 
sand tunning over live or six hundred miles of

power has run as high as 25 percent., while ou 
roads operated by electricity they are much lcs« 
A great many figures have been published in 
regard to the re alive costs of operating cars by 
electricity aud horses. Oue of the most i„>ef- 
esting statements from practical experience 
which was published iu the Opzittc a few issues 
ago, was from President W. 1.. Al.en of the Da­ 
venport Ceut'al Railway t ontpany of Daven­ 
port, Iowa 
This shows a gross increase in earn­ 
ings oi from 48 per cent, to IW pier c e n t. aud a 
net increase of from 110 per ecu', to SJO per 
cent., rorathc four months from September 1 
to January 1. ism*, with electricity, compared 
with the same months of the year before wi h 
hors's. 
The statement o: a street railwav President 
like Mr. Allen is worth a great detil, and his 
figures p rove conclusively that the operating ex­ 
pienses aud repairs ou a road run,by electricity 
arc much less than ou the (¿mo road operated 
by horee power n is. therefore, not surprising 
that so many street railways In this country are 
substituting electricity for horse power. 
I have recently seen the statem ent that 


A WEALTHY CHICAGO SYNDICATE 


Has recently purchased an electric railway 
for the sum of $350.000—some three times 
the original cost of the road. 
W hen liber­ 
ated by horses the road did not pay oper­ 
ating expenses, hut since fbe electrical 
equipm ent has been put on, it is said the 
net earnings will pay an 8 per cent, divi­ 
dend on an investm ent of nearly $400 000. 
S W. Entrekin. of Harrisburg, Pa., writes: 
“ Our Sprague Electrical Street Railway has 
now been running about six months* and 
has been such a success, operating over a 
dis'ancre of three miles, that stock at $50 
par has sold as high as $75.

not entirely, as the com pany is engaged in 
the manufacture of motors for- alm ost 
every conceivable application of power, 
from rnnning a sew ing m achine to operate 
m ining 
m achinery. 
There 
are 
now 
m i n iD g plants in operation in Colorado 
which have for m onths past given perfect 
satisfaction. 
In one case there ere two 
motors placed nndergronnd at a distance 
of 1,000 feet from the surface, measuring 
along a tunnel.

electric transmission of power is now at 
hand.

Sacramento 
will be in a p si lion to enjoy exceptional 
advantages for the n->e of electricity which 
will build up i‘s population and prosper­ 
ity.” 
CONCLUSION. 
It is perhaps fortunate that Mr. Liver­ 
more misunderstood the debate here con­ 
cerning the electric railw ay (storage bat­ 
tery >, since it has resulted iii specific ex­ 
pression on the psrr of his com j any of its 
intention concerning motive 
power for 
m anufacturing ayd propulsion and other 
purposes in Sacramt nth, and which in­ 
formation, coroind in this official m anner, 
will augment the interest of-Sacramentans 
in the work of the Folsom W attr power 
Company.

This is the tim e when the girl who goes 
in for som ething as sweet as herself, make? 
her own candy. 
She took lessons last win­ 
ter, or in Lent, for she must do something 
in L ent besides going to church, and now 
she is able to exercise her novel accom­ 
plishm ent to the envy of all other girls. 
There are rainy days in summer, plenty 
of them, and on such days household 
amusements are in demand. 
A new novel 
is not always to be had, the men are all in 
town, fancy work pails and the piano is 
out of time. 
W hat, then, can a girl do? 
W ell, she can g ■ into the kitchen for 
half an hour aud make for herself and 
others more delicious sugar plums than 
ever came out of a Broadway shop, and far 
more enjoyable are the works of one’s own 
hands than anything th at can be bought. 
An advantage, too, is in having them per­ 
fectly fresh, and the candies described be­ 
low are not to be found in shops, because 
they will not keep. 
The athletic girl 
reigns supreme on a sunny day when tenuis 
is the craze, and the sentim ental flirt 
is sought by moonlight, but the candy 
girl is the gill for a rainy day. 
She will take some big ripe strawberries 
and h u ll them, or raspberries, after the 
strawberry season is over. 
Then she will 
mix two cupfuls of granulated sugar with 
a little less than one cupful of cold water. 
This m ixture must be put over a hot fire 
and allowed to boil hard w ithout stirring 
uutil a spoonful of it dropped into cold 
w ater immediately crystallizes to the point 
of being brittle. 
W hen it has reached this 
state it is to be takqn ofT the fire and 
poured into hot cups. 
And into this most 
the berries be dipped, one by one, as 
quickly as {>ossible, fished out with forks 
and dropped in greased tin pans so th at 
they will not stick. 
W iien all the berries 
have been dipped put the pan or pans in the 
refrigerator until the fruí l isquiteeold,w hen 
it is ready to eat. 
And how delicious it is! 
It took half an hour in all, to prepare this 
delicious food, but it disappears in a good 
deal less th an half th at time. 
The candy girl has her trium phs on a 
rainy day. 
. A nother amusement th at may be pur­ 
sued1 with profit, in th a t it produces more 
lasting results than candymaking, is the 
bindingof pamphlets. 
They are not worth 
bindiug? 
W ell, th at depends; ordinarily, 
they are not, perhaps, as most books can be 
bought ready bound, if they are worth the 
binding. 
But many of the English reprints 
are only to be had íd paper covers, and 
binding one’s own books is a novelty, re­ 
quiring some little ingenuity and dexterity, 
and therefore an amusement. 
Then, toó 
it has the advantageof enabling the binder 
to select her own covers—cretonne, paper, 
brocade, or leather, according to her taste, 
or according as she values the book. 
The sentim ental girl h is a novel that 
she values for purely sentim ental reasons. 
There are scenes in it that she gloats over, 
and bits of verse th at she believes will 
linger in her memory as long as she lives. 
But all the more does she wish to preserve 
the book. 
It has been read and reread so 
often that the paper covers are in a sadlv 
dilapidated condition, and she considers it 
worthy of new and handsomer ones. 
A w riter in the American Workman gives 
a simple and inexpensive method of doing 
this kind of work, and it is well worth a 
trial by the summer m aiden on a day 
when th e rain drips, drips, in a* steady, 
serious manner, showing evident intention 
of dripping all day. 
The first thing neces­ 
sary is a piece ot thin, cheap cardboard, 
and laying the pam phlet down on this to 
mark the outline with a pencil. Allow for 
the thickness of the back, m arking it witli 
lines, and cut theicardboard large enough 
for the two covers and hack. 
Cut the 
lines m arking the back half through/so 
that the cardboard will fold easily w ith­ 
out parting. 
A piece of “ticket buckram,” 
which comes especially for ticket purposes, 
is now pasted on the back, on the outside 
of the cardboard, or on the side where the 
lines have been cut. W here buckram can­ 
not be had a piece of strong linen or 
silesia wili do almost as well. 
This buck­ 
ram extends a little beyond these lines, 
and about an inch beyond the top and 
bottom of the cover. 
These latter pieces 
are to have gussets cut out of them , so 
they will not pucker, and then they are 
gummed down on the in.-ide of the card­ 
board with ordinary mucilage, aud left un­ 
der light pressure. 
W hen it is quite dry 
the pam phlet is to be sewn in, each set or 
pages separately stitched in, and care 
must be taken th at they must be put 
closely together, or the book will have a 
slovenly appearance when bound. 
P ut a 
little gum on the stitches, so th at the 
thread is well gummed down on the buck­ 
ram. 
And now for the very outside cover. 
If paper is to be usdd, the back mav be 
heavy w riting paper, but mounted so as to 
adhere only to each cover and be free 
from the back itself. 
For the sides any 
color may be used, and m ast be pasted 
on very neatly. 
For the inside of the 
covers, if of the rig h t size, a sheet of note 
paper may be used, one-half being pasted 
on tire cover and the other half being left 
as a fly leaf. 
W hen the book is finished it 
should he put under pressure for several 
hours, or even a few days. 
But should any kind of cloth be used as 
f cover it is well to have it in one piece, 
and it should 1* cut at the same tim e the 
cardboard is cut and of the same size. 
Cretonne is very pretty for this purpose 
and wears well, provided, of course, the 
color selected is not too light. 
The soft 
Japanese silks are sometimes used, but 
should have between them and the card­ 
board an interlining of canton flannel, 
which improves the appearance and ren­ 
ders the silk less liable to wear out on the 
edges and corners. 
Brocade is used with 
good effect, but is rath er too handsome for 
a book printed on the ordinary paper th at 
is used for the majority of pamphlets. 
Vegetable parchm ent is user! with good 
effect, and the best quality only should be 
bought for this purpose, but ft is difficult 
to obtain except from wholesale dealers. 
A very good im itation of leather is leather­ 
ette, but is more difficult to handle, as is 
also the paper leather of Japanese make. 
But the Japanese gold leather-paper is a 
very different thing, and makes a verv 
! handsome book. 
The simple bindings, 
however, of dull blue or gray paper, or of 
' the marbled paper, th at is always pretty 
1 and in good taste, are the easiest to handle, 
and therefore the best for the beginner in 
j the art of bookbinding. 
But if the fair binder can find nothing 
; that entirely suits her fancy, she can go to 
j work and embroider a design th at she eon- 
siders appropriate to the contents of the 
j book. 
This is an occupation that was 
j practiced many, many years ago by fair 
ladies in convents and outside of them, 
and is well w orth im itating in these days.

DISCOVERY OF AH ASSYRIAN LIBRARY 
3 500 YEARS OLD. 


It in Declared 
closure 
to be the Greatest Dis- 
of the Present 
Century. 


T he V ictoria Institute of London held 
its annual meeting at Adel phi Terrace on 
Ju ly 1st. 
An im m eae audience crowded 
the hall in every part. T he President, Sir 
George Stokes, Bart., President of the 
Royal Society, took the chair. 
T he pro­ 
ceedings were commenced by mentioning 
th at the Em peror of Brazil had sent a 
message expressing special interest in the 
Institute’s Journal, and desired to obtain it 
regularly for translation. 
The report for 
the past year was then read by Captain 
Francis Petrie, the houorary Secretary, by 
which it appeared th at the num ber of 
home, foreign and Colonial members had 
1,300, and there had

ley.

The cooling hike, the pro- * 
ductive fauns and gardens in th e once i 
desert valley of the IVyoum nrp c?r- I 
thinly strong and living argum ents for 
irrigation in this great semi-arid valley of 
th e Ban Joaquin, where rivers ru-h from j 
th e m ountains to the ~ea, w ithout any 
benefit whatever being derived from their 
water-, except in a few localities where 
th e enterprise of man has turned them to I 
his good. 
Instead of a few oasis in the ¡ 
great semi-desert region, the whole valley 
m ight be changed into a land fair, rich 
and fertile as the Fayoum or Theban 
plains, if our people only had the fore- i 
sight and perseverance of the ancient ; 
Egyptians. 
But the tim e i» soon coming i 
w hen irrigation will become a necessity, 
and then we shall dwell in the fairest, 
happiest, and most productive land on the ! 
glol e. 
FEEDING MII.K TO CALVES. 
Professor Robertson, of 
the O ntario ! 
A gricultural College, advises the following 
in regard to the feeding of calves: 
M ilk from the first six m ilkings of the 1 
dam should be fed to her calf three tim esa 
day. 
The first m ilk, “ colostrum ” or j 
“ beastings,” is of medicinal as well as food ! 
value to the young calf. 
For two weeks j 
the calf will not m ed, nor take, much be- j 
sides Ihe iw oor three quarts of whole milk ‘ 
of each feed. 
The milk should be fed as ; 
near the blood tem perature, 98’ I.¡hr. as | 
pra livable. 
After the lap sed a fortnight 
a gradual change during the third week 1 
m ay I e made from whole milk to sweet • 
skim m ilk. 
Such a change can be best , 
cflected by putting si-¡in m ilk iu gradually j 
increasing quantity with the whole milk ; 
till it is wholly substituted for it. 
T he skim milk should always be fed ! 
sweet. 
T he sourness of milk is evidence • 
th at some of the feeding value of its sugar ; 
o f m ilk (of which .t contains say 4j per 
cent.) has bee., lost by th e change into 
laN ;c acid. 
Beside', the sourness 
the focd unsuited to the -t. oiach of a yet i 
tender calf. 
Sour feed in such cases favors j 
growth in hut two ways. 
The calf so fed i 
will develop marvelou- girth, extension. 
“ Pot-bellied ” is hardly sufficiently ex- j 
pressive of the chronic enlargem ent from ! 
th at cause. 
Then the growth of hair is ' 
effectually and speedily promoted. 
It be­ 
comes so strong in “ stalk ’’ that it stands 
out in daily protestation against that kind 
of food. 
The skim milk should also be 
fed w arm : 
the blood heat is the best. 
"Where uo better convenience exists for the ¡ 
heating of the milk, hot water may he I 
added with advantage. 
A feed of ice-cold ' 


the feed is liberal the milk from such cows 
will often contain a larger proportion of 
fat than that given while the cow is in full 
flow. 
These facts show the absolute neces­ 
sity of feeding albuminous food to milch 
cows, even where butter is m ainly desired. ¡ 
W ithout such foot the cow cannot secrete ! 
th e milk, and the extra fat or .-tar- h in | 
her ration goes to lay on fat on her own ' 
frame where it is not wanted. 
It is all 
right to give fat-forming foods to butler- 
m aking cows, but tliev must also have the 
other elgpients needed to make milk. 
A CLEVER COW. 
A correspondent of the London (Eng.) 
Spectator relates the following incident:

saw a very curious thing ono day in Dieppe. 
W e were walking in the country past a lot 
of large orchards, :yid we noticed th a t the 
cow- feeding in them had their heads fast­ 
ened down by a sort of bearing rein, so 
that they could graze but could not raise 
their heads to eat the trees.

were looking we' noticed a cow go up to an 
apple tree and wedge in the stem lietweeu 
her horns and neck and deliberately shake 
the tree and bring down a shower of ap­ 
ples ; she and the others ate them up, and 
then she went to another tree and shook 
that, and soon.

always the same cow that did it; and she 
did it as systematically as a sehool-boy, 
never attem pting to shake an old still tree. 
CANADA T11ISTI.ES. 
Ram b’er, in .speaking of Canada thistles, 
says: 
Everybody has a prescription for 
the exterm ination of these pests; let me 
offer one of the simplest and surest. Leave 
them alone until in bloom. 
Then run the 
scythe or mower through them . 
In a few 
days plow over the spot so as to let the 
roots get well dried by the sun.

planation of this plan is that having 
thrown all their force into the growth of 
the stems the plants are at tl.eir weakest, 
and the plowing down baffles their farther 
progress.

was the most southerly hitherto seen in j 
th e world, and on it rose mountains thou­ 
sands of feet high, plain and m ountain 
alike robed in stainless snow, except on 
the elifis by the shore, where the black 
rock came out. 
T he coast ran almost 
due north and south, and along its eastern 
face Roes advanced steadily till he had 
beaten Cook’s record and also W eddell’s, 
and gone further south than any before 
him . 
But he could find no landing place 
on the main line, so elioked was every 
inlet with snow and ice.

i be tore the exodus—active literary inter­

stinctive proclivities are to be repressed 
and obliterated, this is the time to begin, 
before the germs of these have had oppor­ 
tunity to grow into habit. 
Hence a calf 
should not be perm itted to suck the dam

REM EDY FOR PLANT LICE. 
Tobacco water is an old and useful ap­ 
plication for the “green fly” and all other 
“plant lice” or uphidrx u[»on house plants 
or upon those in the open gronnd. 
To­ 
bacco stems, or any other kind of tobacco, 
may be covered with w ater in a keg or 
convenient vessel and allowed to steep for 
some days. 
This will make an infusion 
much too strong for delicate plants, and 
should be diluted with water until the 
color of strong tea. 
The early, tender 
growth of some fruit trees is often beset 
i by dark-colored aphids in such numbers 
j th at the shoots look black. 
Young trees 
may have the branches bent down and 
their ends immersed in tobacco water. 
Those that cannot be treated in this way 
should have the tobacco water thoroughly 
applied by using a syringe.

Mr. W ebster, of St. Ix>uis, recommends 
dusting cabbage plants with bran, to clean 
them of worms. 
If you are saving the m anure from the 
poultry yards to be used as a fertilizer f ir 
garden, lawn or orchard do not mix ashes 
with it as they set free the am m onia; mix 
with earth or dry litter instead. 
The New York /V w ssays: 
The hog is 
the most susceptible of >11 the anim als of 
the farm to disease, and therefore demands 
constant care, which should especially not 
be rem itted at this season of the year. 
The 
prevalence of disease commonly classed as 
cholera, and the great fatality caused by 
it, should be sufficient inducem ent to the 
greatest care at alt seasons. 
Several years ago five men purchased 
2,200 acres of land in liow ell county, Mo., 
for the purpose of establishing a fruit 
farm. 
They now have 61,000 peach trees, 
32,000 apple, 200 pear and 1,600 cherry 
trees, all bearing, and fortv acres in small 
fruit. 
T he peach crop from there this 
year is estim ated at 100,000crates, and the 
prospect of an immense crop of small frait 
could not well be improved ifpon. 
According to M atthew Crawford in the 
Ohio Farmer, an extensive apple grower in 
Illinois is said to plant only half as far 
far ap art as the trees should stand perm a­ 
nently, and then he brings three-fourths of 
them into bearing as soon as possible by 
girdling, letting them produce all they 
will until the perm anent ones need the

_ Some observations on pianoforte teach 
ing made in his annual report by Professor 
W aetzoldt, director of the Royal' Elizabeth 
School in Berlin, have attracted much at­ 
tention in Germany. 
He say s: 
“It may 
be affirmed th at the home music practice 
of girls 1» more responsible for the nervous­ 
ness and weakness from which many of 
them suffer than the much-blamed school. 
Pianoforte teaching should not begin be­ 
fore the twelfth year. 
Moreover, music 
should only be studied by healthy girls, 
musically gifted, of whom it may be ex­ 
pected th at their playing will one day 
give pleasure to th eir fellow-creatures. 
Of a hundred girls who learn to play the 
piano, ninety attain after years of labor to 
only a certain autom atic skill, which not 
only possesses no relation to artibtic execu­ 
tion, but is even destructive of the capacity 
for genuine musical expression 
The end­ 
less claims made upon the time and 
strength of growing girls by teachers of 
music must be stoutly resisted by parents 
and school 
authorities. 
It is neither 
necessary nor desirable that we should 
have mediocre or bad pianists, but it is 
necessary th at our girls should rem ain 
fresh and healthy in body and mind. 
The Professor goes on to insist that 
when in the case of sickly girls allevia­ 
tions are sought from school burdens, in ­ 
struction in piano-playing should be one 
of the first to be given up.

THE UNREAL IN THE MODERN DRAMA. 
The New York Times comments at some 
length upon the false pictures of life and 
the deceitful models of “chivalry ” and of 
*• morals” that the modern drama deals in 
so largely. As an instance, it cites the 
plot of the new play called the “ Burglar.” 
A burglar is eaugWt in the act by a house­ 
holder, who discovers in the fellow one he 
•once called friend and whotn he had re­ 
spected as honest. The burglar at the 
same time discovers that the child in the 
house, whom the citizen is sheltering, is 
his own long-lost daughter. He pleads for 
the privilege of embracing the child, and 
to establish his sincerity and contrition, 
hands to the householder whose dwelling 
he has burglariously entered, the pistol 
with which he had armed himself, and 
witii which but a few moments before he 
had threatened to do murder. The in­ 
tended victim, thereupon, with unheard of 
magnanimity, hands hack to the burglar 
the deadly weapon ami calls the child to 
embrace its father. This is the “ great’’ 
scene in the play; the situation that 
41 brings down tiie house,” and wins for the 
piece all the fame it has, and it is hv no 
means small. We concur with the Times 
that the scene is unreal and altogether de­ 
moralizing to right sentiment. That there 
is anything chivalrous, manly or commend­ 
able in giving the rascal his weapon, we 
fail to discover. W hat is there iu human 
nature that would prompt such an action? 
W hy should audiences be taught that 
there is something noble and great-hearted 
in the surrender of a weapon to a man des­ 
perate, discovered, and to whom the doors 
of iiope are apparently closed, and from 
whom there is every reason to expect vio­ 
lence, and yielding to rage against society ? 
Yet the action referred to is sounded in 
the bills and on the programme as “ the 
one touch of nature, of ail others, noble 
and worthy of emulation.” The act is 
unnatural; it is one that no sensible 
householder would he guilty of; it is a 
travesty upon ordinary prudence, and if 
real would he an outrage upon the rights 
of the family over whom its head is bound 
to extend protection. 
Such scenes as these on the stage are 
damaging, because they are false symbols, 
aud tend to elevate crime to a level that it 
never can reach. They are damaging 
because in the youthful mind they stimu­ 
late false ideas of life, and present danger­ 
ous models of what is assumed to be the 
cliivalric. Yet it is over that scene, aud 
such as that, that the multitude “ goes 
wild with delight” and “cheers itself 
hoarse.” It actually leads itself to believe 
tha^in handing"a discovered burglar the 
weapon with which he can cow the giver 
there is something fearless, courageous and 
distinctively manly, when in fact it is the 
type of foolhardiness, recklessness, and, to 
put it in very plain English, stupidity. 
But the illustration the l\mes uses is 
probably the very weakest one that could 
have been selected from the whole range 
of the modern drama. With here and 
there a few exceptions—and they are very 
few—the modern play is unreal, unnatural, 
false in doctrine, weak in sentiment, and 
when not weak, vicious in tone. Let our 
readers calmly recall the “ effective ” or 
“ sensational ” dramas they have recently 
seen, and for themselves examine their 
teachings, and ask themselves coolly, if 
•these are the sermons they would preach 
to their sons and daughters in a prepar- 
tory course for the attrition with the world 
in the daily struggle for life? 
We are by no means condemning the 
modern drama as a whole; there are whole­ 
some, instructive modern plays ; plays that 
touch life on the quick, and that are useful 
agencies in reachirg the sensibilities of 
a very large class, whose attention can be 
gained and whose intelligence can be 
reached in no other way; there are mod­ 
ern plays that are powerful and direct 
for good, and the virtues of which suffi­ 
ciently predominate to atone for the weak­ 
nesses and evils of their construction. But 
the great mass of modern dramas present 
false ideals and draw untrue pictures of life, 
that are not wise or pure a6 teachers, and 
have no other influence than such as the 
had book or the bad companion exercises. 
We are told that a modern play to be suo 


it can be admitted ; but is it essential that 
it shall appeal in a manner to call the 
sympathies into allvship with the un­ 
worthy ? Is it necessary that the young 
girl shall be made to weep over the woes 
of the woman who casts the world behind 
her in the lust of a passion that is dra­ 
matically plated over to resemble true af­ 
fection ? Is it necessary that villainy shall, 
in its legitimate punishment, find cause 
for appealing to human sympathy; not 
mercy merely, but to that sympathy that 
does more than forgive—exalts? Is it nec­ 
essary that there shall be presented upon 
the stage types of manhood that are im­ 
becile, weak and pitiful, but because of one 
remaining spark of courage, self-respect or 
wit, are held up as high models, with the 
“moral” that we must not judge men as 
we find them in every-day life, but wait for 
some emergency to whip them into action 
worthy of admiration? 
The junior Mr. Sothern has a play in 
which such kind of men move, and the 
lesson of which is, that we must not sup­ 
pose men to be fools who look and act as 
such, since it is here and there possible to 
find one such from whom a spark of man­ 
liness can be struck. Yet we apprehend 
that the most of men will hold those to be 
fools who behave as such, and will so ad­ 
vise their sons. 
The average stage hero and heroine ot 
the modern drama are models that are 
more than untrue to life, even after mak­ 
ing all due allowance for the “over color” 
that is justifiable in any picture, or in any 
drama—they are types of error, and their 
action is the symbolism of false ideas con­ 
cerning human duties, obligations aud 
pleasures. The play that should appeal 
to the reason and to the experience is the 
rarity nowadays; the ¡doce that is simply 
a play on the sympathies excited in excuse 
for weakness, frivolity, sin or stupidity, is 
the rule. That there is some demand tor 
plays that deal with life about us, is true, 
as the Times asserts, hut it needs cultiva­ 
tion ; nay, stimulation, and that too of the 
energetic order. “ W ill the much talked- 
of American school of ijrama do this ?” is 
a very important question to-day. There 
are some indications of a disposition on 
the part of American dramatists to lead 
the public taste towards the real and the 
sensible on the stage, and to discard the 
unreal and the false as components of 
modern plays. But the modern manager 
stands in their path. He has neither con­ 
ception of the need of society nor care 
concerning it. He finds an appetite that 
has been cultivated by a peppery diet aud 
he proposes to continue the spicing pro­ 
cess, rather than at all engage in the task 
of rectifying the public taste. He there­ 
fore no sooner falls upon a sensible play, 
by a sensible man, and who deals with life 
aud its duties as the ^vise adult would 
with the susceptible youth committed to 
his teaching, than a “man of the stage” 
is presented to him with the ultimatum 
that the play will not be received until 
“ the stage hand ” has put his knife into 
it and added the spice of sensationalism 
and so-called “ dramatic effect.” The re­ 
sult is, that a . host of bread and butter 
plays are given us that the authors are, in 
the main, decidedly ashamed of in the 
outcome, which at the outset they were 


to do with as they please, and some of you 
may thank your stars if you get bread and 
butter, and a new hat in the spring and a 
cloak in the winter. Nevertheless, ladies, 
you shall not bargain with your husbands 
for any stated sum of pin-money, and ex­ 
pect the enginery of the law to be em­ 
ployed to assist you in enforcing the agree­ 
ment. It will be safer for you, ladies, to 
coax these male tyrants into slumber, and 
investigate their pockets while they sleep 
to secure your share.” And assuredly the 
Court, though it did not speak in exactly 
such terms, is right.

The Alta revives the subject of forest 
destruction in this State, and calls for 
vigorous action to prevent the total clear­ 
ing of the hills and mountains of wooded 
growth. We are . glad that the Alta has 
taken up the question, but we confess that 
our own faith in anything being done is 
very slight. The K e c o k d - U n io n has for 
many years labored to arouse the people to 
a due sense of the great danger that resides 
in the denuding of the mountains. Several 
other journals have done equal service in 
that direction, but it has seemed that the 
public at large has not that sensibility on 
the subject that should distinguish a peo­ 
ple so enlightened as ours. It requites 
same great calamity to fully arouse the 
American public to action upon questions 
of vital interests of this character. They 
may be told times without number that if 
certain practices are persisted iu there will 
result certain ills, but they appear to be 
content with the present, aud to provide 
for the evil day when it comes. In this 
matter ot forest fires in California, the day 
of disaster is already here. 
Witnesses 
fresh from the Lake Tahoe region inform 
us that almost that entire section is a scene 
of desolation, on account of the destruction 
by forest tires of the wooded raiment of the 
noble slopes of the Sierras. At the head 
of Emerald bay last week, a fire was rag­ 
ing of many miles extent, destroying the 
finest park of tree growth in all that 
region. The conflagration was the result 
of the cupidity of sheep-herders, or of the 
carelessness of campers. Most likely the 
sheep men are chargeable with most blame, 
since it is to their interest to have the 
hills cleared of timber in order to enlarge 
the grazing area. Yet it is as certain as that 
night comes after departing day, that the 
destruction of the timber will induce floods 
in one season and drouths in another > 
greatly raise the heat in summer and|cor- 
respondmgly lower it in winter; deprive 
the soil of its ability to] retain moisture 
and feed the streams gradually, and wilt 
cause the erosion of the slopes under the 
fall of rain to go on a hundred-fold more 
rapidly than under normal conditions. 
The game is driven out, valuable timber 
supplies destroyed, the finest scenery iu the 
State reduced to a spectacle of desolation, 
and millions of value eliminated from the 
prosperity of the State. If the people 
were quick to the importance of this sub­ 
ject, they would have a small army of 
foresters in the hills and mountains seiz­ 
ing upon the vandals chargeable withjthe 
outrages refered to, and bringing them to 
such swift punishment as would make

ELECTRICAL POWER FROM FOLSOM 


Are the Courts to cast their influence 
against peace and order in the household? 
Here we have the Supreme Court of Iowa 
declaring that an agreement between hus­ 
band and wife not to quarrel, to live to­ 
gether in peace if not in love, to dis­ 
charge the obligations incumbent by rea­ 
son of the marriage relation, is a compact 
against public policy, and that recovery 
cannot be had upon it to enforce payment 
of the allowance made to the wife. Bnt 
as the document is itself a novelty, and 
has no parallel in legal or matrimonial 
history, it is worthy of presentation in full, 
and here it is : 
All past subjects and causes of dispute, dis­ 
agreement and complaint r.f whatever charac­ 
ter or kind shall be absolutely ignored and 
buried and no allusion thereto, by word or talk, 
to each other shall ever be made. 
Each party agrees to refrain from scolding, 
fault-finding and anger in so (ar as relates to the I 
future, aud to use every means within their j 
power to promote peace and harmony. 
That each shall behave respeclfully and fairly , 
treat the other. 
That Mrs. Miller shall keep her home and I 
family in a comfortable and reasonably good 
condition, aud Mr. Miller shall provide for the 
necessary > xi>enses of the'am iiy, aud sha'l in 
addition thereto pay Mrs. Miller fof her indi 
vidual use two hundred dollars per year, pay­ 
able sixteen and two-thirds dollars per month, 
so long as Mrs. Miller shall faithfully observe 
the terms and conditions of this agreement. 
They agree to live tcgethcr as hn-band and 
wife and observe faith ully the marriage rela­ 
tions, and each to live virtuously with the 
other. 
Mrs. Miller kept her contract to the 
. letter. She smiled ut>on her husband, she 
. scolded not, she trained up her chil- 
j dren in the way they should go, she kept 
; her house tidy, she entertained Miller’s 
| friends, mended his clothing, made her­ 
self presentable in presentable times, hon­ 
ored the man's house and brought credit 
upon his name. But Miller was deceived 
\ in the woman after all. For, trusting to 
her gracious ways and beguiled by the 
1 peace and content of his fireside, lie neg­ 
' lected, after a time, to “ comedown” 
promptly with the sixteen and two-thirds 
( dollars, and though at first Mrs. Miller 
said nothing at the last she sought out a 
lawyer and sued for the sum nominated in 
the bond. All the while she held her 
• peace at home and proved faithful to her

ation. Mr. Livermore assures us that the 
question of feasibility of the scheme is no 
longer one of conjecture with the com­ 
pany, but that it is entirely convinced not 
only that electricity can be transmitted to 
this city from Folsom without so much of 
loss a» will render it uneconomic, but that 
it can be brought here and sold as a 
motive force with gain to his company 
and greater profit to the consumers.

ELECTRIC FLASHES. 
Condensed Telegraphic D ispatches From 
AU Farts of the W orld. 
The police raided an alleged laundry in 
Chicago. The interior was fixed up with 
costly divans, with silk hangings, etc., and 
a concealed trap-door led toan underground 
apartment in which four Chinamen and 
three whites were found smoking opium 
and taken out. They were fined $5 each. 
The Market Record estimates the wheat

Superior Judge Van Fleet rendered his 
«decision yesterday in the case of the people 
vs- Tyrrell, involving title to membership 
dn the State Board of Health. The decision 
overrules Dr, Tyrrell's demurrer, which, so 
far as this Conrt is concerned, practically 
gives the office to Dr. La»ne. Following is 
the full text of the decision : 
T his action is for usurpation of office. The 
case com es up ou a general dem urrer by defend­ 
a n t to th e sufficiency of the com plaint. The 
com plaint alleges in substance th at in Novem­ 
ber, 1384, and during a recess of .th e Legisla­ 
ture, K. W. H atch, a m em ber of the State 
Board of H ealth, died. T hat thereafter, on the 
17th d 
of said m onth of November, and d u r­ 
ing said recess, the defendant, Tyrrell, was ap- 
S 
Jinted by the Governor a m em ber of said 
oard to lili the vacancy therein caused by the 
d eath of said Hatch, aud th at he thereafter, on 
th e 1‘Jlh of said moDth, qualitied and took said 
oHioe. T hat the Legislature convened for the 
first tim e subsequent to said appointm ent in 
th e m onth oí January, 18*5, aud adjourned ou 
th e 11th day of M archo: said vear, and th ere­ 
upon on said last date the defendant's right to 
hold said oflice ceased, and said office becam e 
vacant. T hat defendant lias not been reap­ 
pointed to said office, but he has, notw ith­ 
standing, ever since said 11th day oí M arch, 
1885, continued therein aud u-urped the same 
and does yet continue to usurp said office and 
exercise the fuuctious th ereo f 
It is th en al­ 
leged th a t on Ih e l8 .il day of M arch, 1889. and 
during a recess of the Legislature, the Gov­ 
ernor appointed the relator, Laioe, a m em ber 
of sai l Board to fill said vacancy; th at relator 
has duly _ qualified, and has dem auded nosses- 
siou of said office, nut th a t defendant refuses to 
surrender the same. 
The only point m ade by defendant upon his* 
dem urrer is, th a t under the facts alleged no 
vacancy existe d in said ofiice at the date of re­ 
lator’s appointm ent; th at it appears from the 
face of (he com plaint th at defendant was at the 
tim e legally incum bent ot the oflice, and th at 
the Governor was not authorised to appoint a 
successor w ithout the consent of the 8enaie. 
The general power of appointm ent of m em bers 
of the 8tate Board of H ealth and various other 
enum erated officers, is vested by th e to d e in the 
Governor, by and w ith the consent oi the Sen­ 
ate. (Pol. C., Sec. 369.) It is also provided th at 
•‘Every officer m ust continue to discharge the 
duties of his office, although bin term has ex­ 
pired, u n til his successor lias qualified " 
(Pol. 
c . , 8ec, 879 ) But Pecti-.n 1,000 of the sam e Code 
provides as follows; “ Vacancies occurring in 
office d uring the recess of the Legislature, the 
appointm ent of which Is v tsted in the Govern­ 
or Rud Henate, or in the Logislat .re. m ust be 
filled by appointm ent m ade by the Governor, 
b ut th e person so appointed can only hold the 
oflice u m il the adjournm ent of the next session 
of th e Legislature.’’ (Pol. C., Sec. 1.000 ) 
It is conceded th at defendant was appointed 
u n d er the provisions of Section 1,000 of the Po­ 
litical Code above cited, b ut the defendant con­ 
tends th a t his right to hold aud exercise the 
fu ai lions of the office did not cease upon the 
expiration of the next session of the Legisla­ 
ture, but th a t by virtue of the provisions of see. 
tion S79, above quoted, he is entitled to retain 
th e oflice u n til his successor has been duly ap- 
Io .n ted and qualified. Aud he-contend* that 
such an appointm ent can only be m ade by the 
Governor, by and w ith the consent of the Sen­ 
ate , th at the only instances in which a vacancy 
in office occurs sufh as to authorize the Gov­ 
ernor to act independently of the Senate during 
a recess, are those enum erated in Section 996 of 
the Political Code, ol w hich this is adm ittedly 
not ODe : and th a t the defendant having been 
duly appointed aud in occupancy of the office 
at the date of relator's appointm ent, there was 
no vacancy therein, and th at the appointm ent 
of the relator is void. 
In support of this con 
tentton. defendant cites People vs. W hitm an (10 
Cal., 38), Treadw ell vs. Yolo cuunty (62 Id.. 568), 
People vs. Tilton (37 Id., 611), People vs. Bissell 
(19 Id., 107), Myers vs. Alam eda coantv (60 Id., 
289), People vs. Freeze (76 Id.. 633), and People 
vs. Cazaneau (20 Id.. 607). 
But it w ill be seen 
th a t this position of defendant gives controlling 
effect to Section 879, and enti ely ignores the 
last clause of Section i,000 of said Code. In 
other words, defendant recognizes Section 1,000 
as a w arrant for his appointm ent, but repudi­ 
ates it as a definition oi his tenure. 1 du not 
th in k »his construction can be m aintained. 
In 
my judgm ent the question m ust be determ ined 
by a construction of Section 1,000, taken in con­ 
nection w ith 879, aud such construction given, 
if possible, as to give effect to the various pro- 
yisious of each. 
It w ill be found, upon ex am ­ 
ination, th a t none of the cases cited by coun­ 
sel throw any light upon tills question except, 
perhaps. People vs. Cazaneau. 
None of those 
cases involved the construction of language at 
ail sim ilar to th at of Section!,<4)0 above quoted, 
and th at section has never, to my knowledge, 
received judicial constriction. 
The case of 
People vs. Cazaneau turned upon the construc­ 
tion of Section 48 ol the Act ot 1851 concerning 
offices, w hich provided 
th at lite 
Governor 
should till vacancies “ by granting commissions 
tb a l'fc a il expire w henever the Governor and 
Senate, or the Legislature, shall appoint a per­ 
son or persons to fill said offices ” 
Cnder that 
provi im it was properly held th at a com m is­ 
sion so granted did not, ip>o facto, expire at the 
end of the n ex t legislative session. 
But it 
p m in ly "appears, I th ink. from th e language 
oi th e Court, aud particularly lrom tne con­ 
currí eg opinion of Judge Norton (p. 509), th at 
th e decision would have been otherw ise had 
th e law been as it is now. Judge Norton says 
th a t the language of th at A rt plainly gives a 
longer duration to the office th an th at specified 
in ¡Section 8, of Arti *le V, of th e th en Constitu­ 
tion, w hich was th a t the com m ission should 
“ e x o ire a t the end oi the n ex t session of the 
.Legislature,” etc. 
in 1863, and apparently for the purpose of 
m eeting th is decision (People vs. Cazaut-ua), the 
le g islatu re repealed tiie A< t of 1851, aud enacted 
(Statutes 1863, p. 390, Section 4) th a t such va­ 
cancies should “ be filled by tne Governor by 
granting com m issions which shall expire at the 
end of the n ex t session ot the Legislature." 
T hus the law stood until the adoption of the 
P olitical C.Kle, w hen Section 1,600 was enacted 
to take its place. The language of Section 1,000 
is still stronger, and. tskcu alone, could leave 
no doubt as to the intention ol tne Legislature. 
Nor do I th in k th at any serious difficulty is pre­ 
sented by Section 879 
These two se tions are 
to be read together. 
Section 879 is intended to 
apply generally to all instances where there is a 
failure from any cause to fill an office in the 
regular m ode im m ediately upon the expiration 
ot the term ol the incum bent, and provides th at 
th e incum bent «hail continue to perform the 
duties, in order thut the public service m ay not 
trailer. Section 1,000 is intended to apply onlv to 
th j special class of instances to which it is lim ­ 
ited aud it was th e evideut iu ten t of the Legis­ 
latu re, from the language employed, tnat there 
should lie no m isapprehension 'as to the tim e 
for w hich the appointee should hold 
It is as 
il the Legislature had said: “ Every officer m ust 
contiuue to discharge th e duties of his office, a l­ 
though his term has expired, until his successor 
ha.* qualified; but a person appointed by the 
Governor during a recess oi th e Legis’ature, to 
fill a vacancy lu an uT-ce, the appoiutm ent to 
w hich is vested in the Governor and Senate, 
can only hold the office u n til the adjournm ent 
of the next session of the Legislature.’’ 
IT is 
obvious tn at the effect of any other con «traction 
w ould simply be to repeal this last clause, or 
hold it m eaning less, neither of w hich we are at 
liberty todo. It is to be given force and m ean­ 
ing; and. in my judgm ent, it has both. To m y 
luiud, th is provision is strictly in line w ith the 
policy of the law that the appointing power of 
the G overnor should be restricted to narrow 
lim its. (People vs, Tiltou, supra.i The Leg­ 
islature 
evidently 
contem plated 
th rf 
in 
instances such as provided for in Section 1,000, 
th e office should tie regularly filled ny the Gov­ 
ern o r and Senate, at the n ex t session of the 
leg islatu re aftera tem porary appointment, and 
they intended by th eir language to so clearly 
lim it the tenure of the person temporarily a p ­ 
pointed by the Governor th at there should be 
no chance for him to hold over and defeat the 
right to th e office of the subsequent appointee. 
The tact th a t such an appointm ent was not 
m ade as contemplated by the leg islatu re cer­ 
tain ly cannot alter the construction to be put 
upou th eir language, nor operate to extend the 
rig h t 
o f 
th e 
tem porary 
appointee 
to 
ho.d 
the 
office. 
It 
is 
a 
non 
sequiter 
th a t one w ho " can hold the office u ntil 
th e adjournm ent of th e n ex t session of the 
leg islatu re," can still continue to thereafter 
di.*cbarge its duties, since the right to discharge 
th e duties of an office is the right to hold it: the 
tw o things are identic si, and if a person c sn ro t 
hold it he certainly has no right to perform its 
d u ties—there is no trick or magic in words. I 
am of the opinion th at nection 1,000 m ust coa- 
tío ! in such instances, and th at under tn# facts 
alleged, the oflioe becam e vacant at the ex p ira­ 
tio n of the next session of th e Legislature sub­ 
sequent to the appointm ent of defendant; and 
th a t thereafter the Governor could m ake a valid 
a n o in tm e n t to fill such vacancy. 
It U w orthy of note th a t the th ird clause of 
Section 2 of Article II of the C onstitution of 
th e U nited States is alm ost in the precise lan 
im age of th e Act of 1868, above referred to, and 
i*. therefore, if anyth ng. less strong th an the 
■wprds of Section l.OXI of the Political Code. 
Yet. un d er th at clause, the uniform construction 
of the Executive D cpaitm ent. w hich has never 
been questioned, even in tim es o f fierce politl­ 
ón! excitem ent, has been th a t the President has 
lu such cases, the power to m ake a new appoint­ 
m ent immediately upon th e expiration of the 
n ex t session of th e Senate. 
T he dem urrer should be overruled, and it is 
so ordered."

This sum 
was refused oW rigbt. 
W hat figure H arris 
sets upon W hitehead is not divulged, but it 
is said to he between $3.000 and $4,000, 
judging from a rem ark of H arris that “ if 
the Philadelphia management could afford 
to pay $4 000 for the release of M vers 
secoud-baseman of the W ashingtons, they 
surely could afford to pay the same for 
W hitehead,” as he says W hitehead is a far 
better player than Myers. 
How the deal came up is as follow s: 
About four weeks ago H arris received a 
telegram from Fogarty, asking him if, in 
his 
judgm ent, there was any iutielder 
capable of playing in the National League. 
He telegraphed that W hitehead was the 
equal of any shortstop in the National 
League, and, with the exceptiou of Denny, 
could play third with any plaver in the 
country.

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A KIGHT IN LABRADOR. 


A canoe trip among the coast of Labra­ 
dor had been for yeare one of my am bi­ 
tions. 
The perils of the coast, the strange 
scenery, the wild men, the hardships, the 
sea, rocks and storms all beckoned to me 
w ith half command and half fascination. 
So I loaded the Allegro at New York on 
the 27th of May, 1884, and started up the 
Hudson with a full cargo of food and an­ 
ticipations. 1 went up the caual to W h ite­ 
hall, down to Champlain, the Richelieu, 
the St. Lawrence, and past Quebec and the 
Saguenay, and at last into the G ulf of St. 
Lawrence. 


w ith these rock-heads, and gloried in their 
eternal steadfastness. 
Feeling it an honor 
to be. of their company, I volunteered for 
duty on the point, to watch the enemy’s 
movements. 
So I groped my way in the 
darkness along the rocks, often on hands 
and knees to resist the furious gusts of 
wind th a t opposed me, and at last reached 
a sheltered niche on the verge of the point. 
1 The scene th at came into view there was 
indeed worthy of the war of the elements. 
The sea was all ablaze w ith phosphores­ 
cence ; it even lighted the low clouds 
sweeping along the horizon and fitfully 
revealed 
the hideous features of th at 
death-like shore. 
The ocean, th e m ightiest power on earth, 
was now roused to its utmost fury, and 
th at fury was rendered still more impress­ 
ive by an inward fire anim ating every 
wave. 
Out on the reef, about half a mile 
off, the seas leaped high in the air, like 
The north shore of the gulf for about 
400 miles below Point de Monts offers but . flames ; coming nearer, each individual 
little shelter from rough water, and as the ! swell bore a burning crest on its black 
season was stormy, I made rather slow 
progress. 
1 became anxious lest rnv jour­ 
ney to Belle Isle should be cut short by 
the coming on of fall, with snow-storms 
and ic e ; for I certainly did not wish to 
w inter on these wild shores. 
But at last 
the Island of Anticosti dropped out of 
sight astern, and my route now became 
more sheltered among countless islands of 
bare and mossy rocks. 
A fter passing the open waters of W ath- 
sheecootal and Olomanosheebo, or Romaine 
bays, I felt for a tim e less anxiety about 
being delayed by heavy seas. 
If the 
weather had been tine, my progress would 
have been more rapid, and I could have 
tarried for a few days for trout or salmon- 
fishing—the enjoyment of some sport, the 
exem ption from so much forced travel,and 
a more tranquil state of mind would have 
given me more cheerful and commonplace 
experiences. 
B ut these would not have 
revealed the most characteristic features of 
Labradorian lile. 
I should have stopped 
in this region to examine its minerals, for 
it is said to be rich in Labradorite and 
some precious stones, copper, iron and 
other metals. 
A company of Q utbee capi­ 
talists have begun to develop these mines. 
N ature’s tid-bit here is a rock. 
Geolo­ 
gists would have much to tell about the 
granites, gneiss, trappe, basalts and por­ 
phyries that generally compose the coast, 
but the general reader needs chiefly to 
im agine all these rocks heaved up along 
the sea, in high clitls deeply cloven, in 
gentle slopes, in islands often jagged and 
picturesque, in bold headlands, in the 
shores (¿1 deep, narrow, shadowy bays, and 
in the banks of winding channels. 
Then 
these varied forms in some places are set j other 


form, and wlieu at last it dashed against 
th e cliffs with deafening i^oar, it covered 
them with sheets of flame and showers of 
fiery spray ; but still the rocks shone out 
against the consuming fury with the same 
immovable features. 
The quieter waters 
in my little cove offered some pretty sights; 
each wave th at broke came in bearing an 
arch of light over its black base; other 
waves swelled silently up the beach in 
perfect darkness, but when the water 
started back the entire strand flashed with 
a flowing sheet of luminous foam. 
Then, 
as the waters dashed over bowlders, the 
spray became a shower of moonlight gems 
falling on the dark rocks. 
The caverns 
along the fo_>t of the cliffs were lighted 
as if by magic, deep down in the sea. 
Ripples edged with light came kissing the 
rocks with their graceful m elting touch, 
now playfully hiding in the night and then 
pressing upon them with inward light. 
B ut I soon turned again to the grander 
spectacle seaward, where an ocean of blaz­ 
ing seas, rushing, roaring, through the 
night washed the black and jagged shores 
with waves of ice-cold fire; and as the 
wind lifted in luminous spray the crests of 
the wave*, the night seemeS to be peopled 
w ith faint, trailing forms. 
The deep was 
yielding its dead, and the thousands who 
had perished on these rocks of Labrador 
now flitted past me into the darkness. In ­ 
deed, the feeling of wonder verged at times 
on that of terror, so magical and unearthly 
was the scene with the majesty of a blazing 
sea, the weird and ghastly scenery, the 
howling of gale-swept crags in the sky, 
and the awful tempestuous night that 
seemed to swallow us all—sea, crags, storm 
and the phantom s from the deep. 
But at 
' 
times the grandeur of the scene 
. 
, 
r 
i v iu ii 
s' suco vciv g ia u u g u t vu 
m e ovt lie 
on by veins and strata of strong colors— overwhelmed all anxious thoughts, and 
raised me to a serene fellowship w ith all 
snow-white, red, rich purple, brown, gray, 
deep green, black—the whole either bare 
or covered with mo.-s ; ponds of beer-col­ 
ored rain-w ater lie in the hollows of the 
rock. 
A river now and then comes into 
the clear sea with a current of dark water, 
and once in a great while a few trees stand 
at the mouth of the river. 
W ith these 
features in mind he sees Labrador. 
Camp-grounds are rare in such a region. 
Late one afternoon, when I was running 
along in a fog and wondering where Í 
should find a landing place, a heavy swell 
all at once came rolling in under the mist, 
and the wind began to blow from the 
south-southwest. One of the troubles at­ 
tending a dense fog i* th at you cannot see 
far enough to realize the’ state of the 
weather windward to see the water off ex­ 
posed points or in strong currents; thus 
you may be caught unawares by formidable 
chop-seas or by breakers. 
On this occasion the joist obliged me to 
sail close to the land, and yet I was unable 
to distinguish anything but now and thet 
a point of rocks looming out of the clouds. 
I knew not where to seek shelter, but I 
kept on northeastward. 
As the winds and 
seas .increased very fast, I took in a reef 
and then examined the chart before clos­ 
ing the apron and preparing for lieavv 
weather. 
As well as 1 could reckon the 
distance run since noon I must be near 
W olf bay ; at all events it was a help to 
believe that shelter was not lar off, and to 
work accordingly inward. 
* 
The chart showed many reefs and small 
rocns in that region—not an assuring cir­ 
cumstance in a stormy, foggy tw ilight. 
Meanwhile, with the wind on’ the beam, 
the Allegro skipped along at a lively rate; 
but w hither? 
Hew soon would the swells 
begin to comb? 
Ju st then a jw.int of rock 
jutted out of the fog-head, and I had to 
haul close up to the wind to weather it. 
On doubling this with the help of a sm art 
current, 1 was all at once swept into a tu r­ 
moil of ehop-seas reflected from the has., 
of a smooth wall of granite. 
T heir sharp 
and aggressive tongues leaping upward 
tossed the canoe almost off the water, and 
then let her fall with a quivering blow 
into the hollow. 
Sometimes, leaping in 
strong spouts of water horizontally, they 
jerked her right and left with alarm ing 
suddenness, and now and then one of these 
columns of water falling across the deck 
made her crack and trem ble as if she must 
be crushed. 
The greatest difficulty, however, was to 
keep her from capsizing. 
In the mean­ 
tim e breakers began to sound loud just 
ahead ; the air was perfectly im penetrable 
beyond the bow ; but 1 knew that m atters 
would soon come to a crisif. 
Although 
the sail drove me ahead, yet it had to be i 
taken down to keep her from going over. 
Then I held the canoe still a few moments 
to study the situation by the sounds. 
To 
leeward still existed the wail of rock, 
where the waves dashed and fell back, and 
straight ahead the seas broke w ith the 
smooth, even rush peculiar to a shoal. The 
Ujist seemed to shut me out of the world ; 
it was never before so chilling and hate­ 
ful. 
M eanwhile the wind was rising more 
and more, the swells were beginuing to 
break about inc, aud I must move. 
But 
where ? 
1 could not venture further out 
Mnch sym pathv 
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th at is awful and su' lime, 
iso when I re­ 
turned to the little beach and recalled my 
narrow escape th at day, and watched the 
phosphorescent sparks shine out of the 
dark sand at the pressure of every step, 
like stars under my fc-et, I felt as one who 
had risen above all storms and now trod 
through distant firmaments.— Charle;■ II.

So sang our solitary English passenger, 
over and over ag ain ; w ithout eliciting 
any reply to his rather pointless query. 
A couple of tan-colored sailors, squatted 
aft, industriously patching an awning, 
crooned in concert one of their soft-vow- 
eled folk-songs: 
“ A dela! Adela! 
Vuelve hacia m e— 
Que sabes te am a 
Mi corozou 
Con frenen !’’ 
Even the forlorn-looking steerage people 
(a company of Colonel A. K. 
Owen’s 
cranky colonists, bound for his Topolo- 
bampo paradise of equal rights on the 
west csast of Sonora), cheered up amazing­ 
ly as we rounded the California penin­ 
sula, and began to voice snatches of their 
socialistic war-cries whose principles they 
mean to carry out in the new Utopia. 
M eanwhile, “ the old, old story”—as 
new aud charm ing to-day as when told by 
our first parents in Eden, seemed about to 
be repeated, even among the briny and 
greasy smells peculiar

“fat, fair and fifty,” accordiug to the uni­ 
versal Spanish-American custom of staring 
straight into her eyes with a look of the 
most rapturous adm iration, just as long as 
she would allow him. 
H e had learned a 
little English, and was delighted with an 
opportunity to air his knowledge of th at 
language, som ething in this wise : 
“ The home of me in Mexico City is, but 
fortune lias live me much far away, in 
Chiapas and Honduras.

This interesting conversation is inter­ 
rupted by our arrival at San Jose del Cabo, 
or rather as near to th at place as the 
steamers can come, a1! vessels being com­ 
pelled to anchor a mile or inore from shore. 
W hen the time came to land, you should 
have seen the almost tearful adíen of the 
spidery-legged young Mexican, as—with 
the most heartbroken look in his beautiful 
eyes, and lips th at actually trembled with 
emotion, he waltzed around the circle of 
his female adm irers for a farewell hand­ 
shake. 
But, a la s! for feminine vanity! 
The shore was not reached before the 
faithless knight was laughing and chatting 
gaily—the slender señorita and the azul- 
eyed alike forgotten. 


THE OPEN BAY OF SAN JOSE, 
A t the extrem ity of the cape of th e same 
name, is merely aslig h t indentation in the 
coast-line between Points Palm ia and G or­ 
da. 
Sobad is it here, and frequently dan­ 
gerous, th at vessels arc sometimes obliged 
to unburden their cargoes a few miles 
above or below ; and in the most favorable 
weather great care must be taken on ac­ 
count of the many fathomless pozos, or 
wells, in whose vicinity anchorage is im ­ 
possible. 
The starry flag was flung to the breeze 
and our whistle blew shrilly, again and 
again, reverberating among the sierras 
and awakening their slumbering echoes; 
but for a long tim e there came no sign of 
response from 
shore.

afferwards 
learned th at the secret of the delay was 
because the shrewd officials desired to lie 
on board at luncheon time, and knew that 
the business would not hold out long 
enough should they come too early. 
A t j 
last three canoes appeared, each floating ' 
the pretty flag of Mexico, with its stripes 
of red. w hite and greer.—one bringing the j 
health officers, another the Comiuandante 
of the Port, and the third the Customs j 
officials. 
Thev were followed by a fleet of 
long, narrow, fearfully rocking boats (trees ¡ 
hollowed out, precisely like those in which ¡ 
the early Aztecs paddled about five c e n ln -1 
ries ago), each manned by a bare-headed j 
Indian, who ho]>ed to earn some reales 
(shillings) by rowing freight or passen- . 
gers to shore.

Such a jabbering and chattering of Span- | 
ish as ensued when the Mexicans came on ; 
board—such fervent embracings of the offi-1 
cers of the ship and tho«e from shore, a c -! 
cording to the prevailing fashion in these 
parts of men falling into each other's 
arms and hugging one another on th e j 
slightest provocation. 
Though the sum 
total of every blessed thing to be landed 
comprised only two passengers, one small 
trunk, one barrel, and one box containing 
a dozen bottles of American beer, it took j 
four long hours to settle the formalities, j 
aided by luncheon for ?ll the officials ami j 
the friends of officials, and friends’ friends i 
who could possildv crowd in on nnv pre- ’ 
text, with wine and beer all. around, be- j 
fore and after the repast.

THE CUSTOM-HOUSE OFFH EUS. 
In these lonely places, about their only ' 
cliapce for raking in revenue comes w ith ¡ 
rarely-passing vessels—and you may be : 
sure th at the golden opportunities a r e ! 
never • unimproved. 
The 
authorities of 
S?au Jose are particularly friendly toward 
the steamship on which your scribe is a 
passenger—yet, not infrequently, unjust 
demands are enforced; and w hat must 
occur to those other vessels, compelled by 
law to stop here, with whose officers they 
do not feel on terms of interested friend­ 
ship ? 
Let me give you a few samples of the 


ways of these people. 
N ot long ago a lot 
of nnripe tomatoes were shipped as “fruit,* 
whereupon the vigilant officials insisted 
th at tomatoes are vegetables, and demanded 
(and of course received) $40 for alleged 
false billing. 
H ad they been put down as 
“ vegetables,” doubtless an equal amount 
would have been demanded, on the ground 
th at tomatoes were fruit. 
A m anufacturer had sent down to him a 
lot of stove-screws with nuts, which were 
simplv billed as “screws ;” the officials de­ 
clared them to be bolts, and demanded $50 
extra duty thereon. 
Soap has a most exorbitant tariff', and a 
m erchant of M azatlan, thinking to evade 
it, shipped a large quantity of apples, 
packed in boxes, having smuggled among 
them six boxes of soap. 
The lynx-eyed 
officer discovered them, and the whole 
cargo was seized—soap, apples apd all. 
The steamship compauy, though ignorant 
of the fraud, was held responsible, and 
compelled to pay $150—and they were 
lucky to get off at that figure, for had the 
m atter been carried to Court $500 would 
hardly have cleared them, to say nothing 
of being detained possibly for m ouths in 
some miserable Mexican port. 
Viewed from shipboart^ all one can see 
of San Jose del Cabo is a black sand bank, 
w ith a narrow strip of green beyond, 
backed by the lofty Sierra de San Lazero, 
at whose feet nestles the village, embowered 
in palms. 
No one is allowed to go ashore 
until after the visit of the health and cus­ 
toms officials, when ycu may engage a 
dusky Charon to row you in his rocking 
boat for dos reales (25 cents! the round 
trip, 
'lh e sea breaks heavily upon the 
shores of the little bay, and you will prob­ 
ably get a wetting from its spray—if you 
don't upset before arriving there. 
The 
town is a m ile and a half from the landing 
place, and can be reached only on horse­ 
back, because of intervening water. 


THE SAN JOSE RIVER, 
Coming down from the mountains and wa­ 
tering an extensive valley of the same 
name, is joined on its way to the sea by a 
mile-wide torrent near its mouth. 
There 
is also a fresh-water lagoon near the beach, 
and between it and the town stretches an 
extensive salt marsh called La Salatea. 
Of course there are neither bridges nor 
public conveyances; but it is generally 
easy to procure horses to ride and guides 
to point out the fording-pdaces, for the cit­ 
izens flock en tnasse to the beach when a 
ship appears in the offing. You may have 
to ride, as I did. behind a m an—in the 
style 
of 
our 
great-great-grandm others, 
minus the pillow—but when the water 
comes up alarm ingly in fording the river, 
please remc-mber that there is no use in in­ 
flicting grips unknown to Masoury upon 
the poor feliow who has fallen a victim to 
his courtesy, nor nervous clutches in the 
region of the ribs. 
The village cf “Saint Joseph of the 
Cape,” situated on the western bank of the 
river, has a population of about 1,500—all 
M exicans. 
There is a tall church, a Cus­ 
tom-house, a few good-sized casas and many 
straw -thatched huts, some of the latter 
built in circular form. 
Im m ediately east 
of the village is a piatch of pale yellow, 
bordered w ith a belt of dark green, a 
sugar-cane rancho, surrounded by coco­ 
palms, olive, orange, fig and lemon trees. 
There is a large sugar factory in sight, ar.d 
in the narrow valley th at runs back into 
the mountains are many prosperous planta­ 
tions, where sugar, cotton, corn and to­ 
bacco are cultivated. 
This is considered 
the best part of the peninsula, so far as 
natural advantages are concerned. 
F at 
cattle are feed ing on the foothills, and every 
aqueduct anil irrigating ditch is bordered 
by pomegranates and bananas. 
Close by 
is another and more populous village, 
which in tim e will hold all the denizens 
of the others—the silent Campo Santo, or 
City of the Dead, where numerous crosses 
attest th at the grim Reaper does not ne­ 
glect even this isolated communitv. 
Though most of the people of San Jose 
are as poor as Job’s typical turkey, they 
are not much addicted to “the practice of 
industry.” 
A pparently they have 


NO USE FOR MONEY, 
For nothing whatever was brought to the 
ship to sell, though fish, fruits, vegetables, 
flowers, shells—ail of which they have in 
abundance—would have brought almost 
any price. 
T he business of the place is 
m ainly dependent on the near-by silver 
mines of San Antouio. 
The one “ store” 
and seven miles of land, including most of 
the village, is owned by an old gentleman 
who resides in Mazatian. 
Some of the 
natives are engaged in shark-fishing and 
preparation of shark oil. 
It would seem 
th at fortunes m ight be made in pressing 
oil out of the castor beans th a t grow wild 
in wonderful luxuriance, or in cutting the 
magnificent cedar and rosewood trees from 
the m ountain sides. 
A road winds picturesquely through the 
valley of the S in Jose, through lateral 
spurs of the Sierra to the viilages of Santa 
Anita, Las Palmas, Miraflores, Santiago 
and Los M artres, all near the coast, and 
thence up a wilder canon to San Bartold, 
."an Antonio, the silver mines of Trianfo 
and La Paz. 
The entire journey is not 
much more than 100 miles, and will well 
repay the tourist, who m u-t hire horses or 
mules, with guide or servant, in San Jose. 
An hour before we were ready to sail 
they brought four big ‘ oxen on board, 
bound for Guaymas. 
How did they get 
them to the ship, standing out a mile 
from shore with deep water between? 
By the barbarous method common on 
these coasts, as follows: 
The cattle are 
driven into shallow water and tied by the 
horns to a row-boat, two on each side, 
l’heu another boat, manned by six stout 
royers, fakes the lead, towing the former 
with its odd "‘outside passengers,” who are 
goaded into the sea by sharp spears. 
The 
poor, frightened anim als—with heads just 
above the water, eyes turned skyward full 
of terror 
and 
surprise, 
legs 
sticking 
straight out and trailing along the billows 
—are pitiable objects, apparently more 
dead than alive, when they arrive at the 
ship's side. 
Then a long wait ensues, 
while a tackle is being prepared for haul­ 
ing them aboard, during which they have 
ample tim e to drown at leisure, and 
would certainly do so were not their 
heads fastened back and upwards, close to 
the sides of the boat in a |>osition which 
must, of itself, be

drops like lead down into the deep sea, 
and for a moment bystanders believe th at 
he has surely gone to make a meal for 
sharks and fishes; but the tackle is slowly 
getting in its work, and presently the 
dripping anim al is hoisted high in air, 
swinging round and round, and dangling 
in space like M ahomet’s coffin, aud is 
then let down through the hatches into 
the hold. 
A t first the poor beast, shud­ 
dering w ith wet and terror, sinks down 
into a helpless h e a p ; but generally it is 
not long before he is charging around the 
■ ramped space, frantic to escape. 
Some- | 
times in hoisting a huge ox on board, his 
great weight hanging by the horns tears 
the latter from their sockets, and one is 
glad to see the victim drop iuto the sea 
and know th at his torments are ended. 
These cattle, though they had several days 
to travel before reaching their destination, 
were provided by their owners with noth­ 
ing to eat or drink. 
The sailors, more 
hum ane than the Mexicans, who are pro­ 
verbially cruel to animals, supplied them 
with w ater; but there was absolutely no 
food for them , and when they arrived at 
Guaymas they were so weak from hunger 
as to be hardly able to stand. 
Nobody would imagine—noticing only 
the golden sunshine, the singing and chat­ 
ting passengers, and the jolly crew—that 
there was real suffering on board the ship. 
Besides the starving cattle, I felt like in­ 
voking the blessed shade of Berg in behalf 
of a lot of great green turtles, struggling 


upon th eir backs and dying by inches in 
the sweltering hold, which the sailors had 
captured and would try to keep alive all 
the way to San Francisco—a two-weeks’ 
journey—every instant of which must have 
been agony to those huge lumps of flesh. 
As we rounded the point of the penin­ 
sula, a couple of whales were seen spouting 
in g in the distance; a shark showed his ugly 
head above the water, and the steerage 
people were busv as bees hauling up num ­ 
bers of those large, flat fish called pal- 
mettoes. 
Pointing back to fading San 
Jose, a M exican whom we took on at th at 
place was heard to extoll the m ineral 
riches of the locality. 
H e said there were 
placers, a few miles from the town, th at 
needed only the proper m achinery in the 
hands of energetic people to make them 
very valuable; 
and 
related 
how his 
brother-in-law, wishing to test them, gath­ 
ered up at random seven hatfulls of the 
earth, the washings of which quantity 
amounted in gold dust to exactly $7 -54. 
Out on the ojien sea again, below Baja 
California, and morning will find us sail­ 
ing up the “ Sea of Cortez,” as the G ulf 
was originally called. 
There is a wonder­ 
ful charm about these Southern sea?, 
especially at night, when phosphorescent 
gleams dance over the billows. 
A yellow 
moon 
keeps 
pace 
with 
us, scudding 
through patches of cloud, and the meas­ 
ureless ocean stretches to the liazy sky— 
sea and heaven so near of a color that none 
car. tell where one ends and the other 
begins. 
B ut now so rougii it grows into so strong 
a gale th a t one begins to believe he 
is sailing straight into heaven (or the 
other place) at double rate of speed! 
At 
long range one may laugh at sea-sick ex­ 
periences—but they are no laughing m at­ 
ter at the tim e of occurrence. 
As things 
grow more aud more topsy-turvy, one is 
glad to remember that the misguided man 
who wrote “ A Life ou the Ocean W ave” 
never went to sea at all, and never saw a 
steam ship in his life 
W hat fam iliar but 
unm istakable sound—the same in all lan­ 
guages—w hich announces th a t the neigh­ 
bors are casting up accounts with Neptune, 
is heard on every side—and—ah !—even 
your corresjiondent feeis an overwhelming 
desire to “ turn in.”

Mrs. Johnson enjoys a pretty vivid rec­ 
ollection of this visit during her career at 
the M hite House. 
She has in her pos­ 
session the letter of the Queen to the 
Ptesident. dated at W indsor Castle. No­ 
vember 19,18(50, in international phrasing, 
addressed, “My good friend,” in which 
she thanks the President for his compli­ 
m entary expressions in regard to the im­ 
pression made by her son during his jo u r­ 
ney to the U nited States, in which the 
Prince Consort joined, signing herself, 
“Believe me alwavs vour good friend, Vic­ 
toria B.” 


T h e L a tte r ’* I n te re s tin g R e m in is c e n c e s o f 
H e r W h ite H o u se D ays. 
The career of H arriet Lane as a young 
lady, presiding ovc-r the social surround­ 
ings of one of the most brilliant adminis­ 
trations of the century, had made a deep 
impression upon the youthful mind of 
Mrs. H arrison, who was then in the twen­ 
ties. 
Now, since she has reached the 
same pinnacle of social supremacy, she 
felt doubly interested in talking over the 
experiences of one of her predecessors in 
the line of social succession of the Execu­ 
tive household. 
Mrs. Johnson recounted 
some of the social events at the W hite 
House during her times. 
>She dw elt w ith 
particular interest upon the visit of the 
Prince of W ales during the adm inistration 
of her uncle. 
T he Prince and suite were 
the guests of President Buchanan, in re­ 
turn for the frequent m arks of royal con­ 
sideration bestowed upon him self and his 
niece during their residence near the 
Court of St. Janies. 
It was the only time 
in the history of the G overnm ent th at the 
scion of a royal house and heir to the 
throne had been entertained at the home 
of the Presidents. 
In the course of this 
interesting conversation Mrs. Johnson cor­ 
rected several errors w hich have been per­ 
petrated by writers in regard to the enter­ 
tainm ent of the Prince and party. 
The tour of his Royal Highness, Prince 
of Wales, tlírough Canada and the U nited 
States during the summer of 1860 was the 
first great progress ever made by a mem 
her ot the English royal fam ily to the 
W estern hemisphere. 
The President, upon learning th a t her 
Majesty’s son and heir contemplated visit­ 
ing the Canadian possessions of the Crown, 
extended an invitation to the B ritish 
Queen, asking the extension of his visit to 
the U nited States. 
The Queen accepted 
the invitation, and after the Prince had 
completed his Canadian tour and had made 
a long journey in the W est he came to 
W ashington. 
In giving an account of this historic 
visit, M rs Johnson, in answer to questions 
from Mrs. H arrison, said th at the party 
consisted of the Prince of Wales; the Duke 
of Newcastle, Secretary of the Colonies 
and State adviser on his tour; the E arl of 
St. G erm ain, Lord Steward of iter Majesty’s 
household; 
Major-General, the Hon. R. 
Bruce, Governor to the P rin c e; Dr. Ak- 
land, the Prince's physician ; L ieutenant 
Grey and M ajor Teesdale, Equerries, and 
the Duke’s P rivate Secretary. 
The Prince 
and party were met at the station by G en­ 
eral Cas», Secretary of State, w ith Jam es 
Bochan.in and Jam es Buchanan H enry, 
nephews of the President. 
As the Prince 
alighted General Cass received him on the 
part of the President, and after a few in­ 
tro luctions eutered tlifi President’s carriage 
and drove to the Executive Mansion. 
As 
the Prince alighted the President stepped 
forward and greeted him , and led his dis­ 
tinguished guest at once to the Blue Room, 
where Miss H arriet Lane and Mrs. Ellis, a 
niece of the late Vice-President W illiam 
R. K ing, awaited him. 
A fter an inter­ 
change of greeting the Prince reverted to 
their meeting at the British Court. 
After 
the prelim inaries of hospitality the princi­ 
pal members of the Prince's party were 
shown to the apartm ents which they were 
to occupy. 
Tradition has made the state bedroom, 
now occupied by the President, as the 
apartm ent in which the great grandson of 
George III. slept w hile a guest at the 
W hite House. 
Mrs. Johnson, however, 
informed Mrs. H arrison th at the Prince of 
Wales, instead of occupying one *>f the 
state bed-chambers on the south side of 
the mansion, was given the room in the 
northwest corner, which, during the late 
A dm inistration, was the boudoir of Mrs. 
Cleveland, and is now assigned to the 
President’s daughter aud her children. 
The th ird apartm ent in the south side 
from the west, now occupied by the Presi- 
d e n ^ a n d always supposed to have been 
the m u lt assigned to the Prince of Wales, 
was occupied by the D uke of Newcastle. 
The large room opposite the library, now 
the apartm ent of Mrs. H arrison’s father, 
was occupied by M ajor-General Bruce, 
governor to the Prince. 
The President, having surrendered his 
own room, occupied the apartm ent on the 
north side next to the northeastern corner 
of the building, now the ante-room. 
The 
Earl St. Germ ain. l)r. A kland, the equer­ 
ries to the Prince, and the private secre­ 
tary were entertained at the British Le­ 
gation as guests of Lord Lyons. 
A t 1 o’clock on the day following the 
arrival the President and Mis* Lane gave ! 
a reception in honor of the Prince. 
Al- j 
though immediately upon the arrival of ¡ 
the Prince at the mansion a eorpsof police ; 
were stationed around the mansion with j 
instructions to perm it no one to pass into ¡ 
the building except on a w ritten invita­ 
tion, the reception was for the general 
public. 
T he Prince and his party were 
mu "h struck with the decorum shoiYti by. 
the throng, bu t exhibited considerable' 
amusement over the variety of toilets of j 
the ladies and costumes of the gentlemen, j 
As the visit was made at a season when 
many of the officials and fashionable peo­ 
ple were out of the city, the crowd was 
naturally somewhat promiscuous. 
But it 
was rem arked, notw ithstanding the disre­ 
gard of dress, that the general appearance 
of the miscellaneous throng was more pre­ 
sentable than if the Queen had received 
the President at Buckingham palace w ith­ 
out the usual ceremonial directions as to 
court dress and persons perm itted to be 
present. 
The President perfSnaily visited the 
Capitol w ith th e Prince, explaining the 
various objects of interest. 
The next day 
there were fire-works and a small party to 
high officials was given at the W hite

It is a senseless restriction on the 
r g h t of a corporation to do business in its 
ow n way w ithin reasonable lim its, and has 
its origin in lhe insane desire of som e peo­ 
ple to legislate on an ything under the sun. 
Lest som e one should enjoy a ride at h alf 
rates w hile som ebody e lse'p a id full fare, 
the peopl» of th is country have clam ored 
for a ¡aw w hich sh u ts them selves and their 
fam ilies out from a d ay 's pleasure at a cost 
satisfactory to th e com pany, w hich w ould 
w illingly transport them . 
A nd this m atter 
of excursions across State lines, w hich is 
ju st now attracting considerable attention, 
is only a slight affair, either, com pared 
w ith other annoyances and restrictions to 
w hich railroad m anagem ents have been 
subjected. 
T here were palpable evils w hich 
the interstate law attem pted to correct, but 
th e people are likely to learn, through its 
p racical operations, th at a bad law, like a 
good rule, w orks both ways.

B .stott an d Chicago are inclined to re­ 
gard C anadian com petition as an u nm ixed 
benefit. 
T he San Francisco Examiner takes 
the sam e view o f the situation. 
T hese au ­ 
thorities im agine it is a benefit to our peo­ 
ple to have a foreign road take business 
from A m erican roads by doing it at less 
th an cost. 
T his is all the h old the C ana­ 
dian Pacific has. 
B eing possessed of a sub­ 
sidy th at covers a large part of the operat­ 
ing expenses, 
th at road can transport 
products from one A m erican city to another 
at less th an cost. 
It m ay be well to look 
in to th e future and see w hat wili happen if 
this policy is continued. 
Boston now fa­ 
vors C anadian com petition because th e 
C anadian road lands goods in Boston at 
low er rates o f transportation th an our 
A m erican roads w ould charge for the sam e 
goods. 
T he low er cost of transportation 
apparently enables Boston to rem ain the 
distributing point for a larger area of terri­ 
tory th an it w ould com m aud w ithout som e 
such 
advantage.

T he C anadian road Í3 u n d er no 
obligation to carry goods to Boston to be 
hauled back tw o or three h u n d red m iles. 
D istributing points m ay . be established 
along th e road west of Boston as th e C ana­ 
dian road m ay deem advantageous. 
It is 
often said th at statute law s cannot greatly ’ 
influence n atu ral law s ; that, in effect, one 
route has n atu ral advantages over another, 
and th e route having th e n atu ral advan­ 
tages cannot be set aside by an act of a law ­ 
m aking pow er. 
B ut in th is transportation 
problem th e essential condition is cheap­ 
ness. 
T he route th at can do business at 
th e lowest rates w ill get the business to do. ¡ 
T he subsidy th e C anadian road enjoys 
enables it to do the business th at m ight be 
done by either at low er rates th an the 
A m erican roads, being unsubsidized, can 
afford. 
T he sam e advantage will enable 
the C anadian road to build up distributing 
points aiong its lines from w hich to su p ­ 
ply th e A m erican territory now supplied 
by Chicago and B oston. 
T be o d I v rem edy 
is to enforce against the C anadian road 
th e law s w hich, applied to ocean and 
riv er transportation, rule o at th e foreign 
carrier.
